This appeal is from a decision of the 
United States Patent and Trademark Of- 
fice (PTO) Board of Appeals (board) af- 
firming ihe examiner's rejection of claims 
1-6 "as being improper Markush claims 1 
and misjoinder under 35 USC 121."* 
The board also dismissed, for want of ju- 
risdiction, the appeal of claims 8-13, 16, 
17, 20. 22 and 23 in that the claims "were 
wi indrawn from consideration since they 
were directed to non- elected inventions. 
We reverse and remand. 

Invention 

The invention relates to cyclic diamine 
derivatives which possess the common 
property of psychotherapeutic effective- 



ness. The derivatives arc identified by a 
single generic formula expressed in Mar- 
kush format in representative claim 1 :

Background 



In the first office action dated January 
17, 1974, the examiner "objected" to 
claims 1 -6, 8-1 3 and 2& and required appli- 
cant* to eject one of three groups of 
claims: group I (claims 7 and 14*22), 
group II (claims 8-13), or group III (claim 
23). Applicants elected, with traverse, 
group I and brought to the examiner's at- 
tention his failure \o include claims 1-6 in 
the groups. The status of claims 1-fi was 
clarified in the second and final action, 
daied December 26, 1974, in which those 
claims were "rejected." The examiner also 
stated that claim 1 embraced 24 enumerat- 
ed independent and distinct inventions. 
The examiner, in conclusion, stated that: 
Markush claims 1 to 6 are rejected as 
being improper Markush claims and for 
misjoinder under 35 U.S.C. 121. (922 
O.G. 1016, 4th and 6th paragraph).' 

* The examiner exercised his discretion 
under 922 O.G. 1016 which was a notice issued 
by the Commissioner on May 1, 1974. (now 
MPEP 803) which provides in pare 

A Markush-tvpe claim is directed to "inde- 
pendent and distinct inventions." if two or 
more of its members are so unrelated and di- 
verse thai a prior an reference anticipating 
die claim with respect io one of the members 
would not render the claim obvious under 35 
U.S.C. 103 with respect io the other mem- 
bers). 

[Paragraph 4.] 

If the claim is of that nature, the examiner 
is authorized to reject it as an improper Mar* 
kush claim and tor misjoinder under 35 
- U.5.C. 121 and IO require the applicanr to rc- 
srriet the application to a single invention. In 
making such a requirement, the examiner will 
(1) clearly delineate the members or groups 
Of members believed to constitute im- 
pruperly joined inventions, and (2) state rea- 
sons fully explaining why they are independ- 
ent and distinct. Applicant's response to such 
a requirement should be an election of a sin- 
gle adequately disclosed and supported in- 
vention, with or without restricuon of the 
claim(s) to that invention. Of course, the re- 
sponse must not introduce new mutter into 
the application. Sec 35 U.S.C. 132 and In re 
Wehiead. 59 CCPA 1105/463 F.2d 1110. 
1 74 USPQ449 (1972). A refusal io elect a sin- 
gle invention will be treated as a non-respon- 
sive reply. 

If the members of the Markush group are 
sufficiently few in number or so Closely re- 
lated that a search and examination of the en- 
tiro claim evn be made without serious bur- 
den, the examiner is encouraged to examine 
it On the merits, even though it is directed to 
independent and distinct inventions. In such 
a case, the examiner will not follow the proce- 
dure outlined in the preceding paragraph 



In his Answer, the examiner expanded 
uponthe basis of the rejection. He discuss- 
ed MPEP 803, in particular the phrase "in- 
dependent and distinct" of §121 and ap- 
plied the phrase to the claims. Continuing, 
the examiner discussed the Markush 
claims and stated; 

The compounds embraced do not 
have a common nucleus and are im- 
properly Markushed under the criteria 
set forth in M.F.E.P. 706.03(v) • * V 
* * * The specification discloses that 
certain compounds have activities not 
shared by all of the scope claimed " * *.

Where the examiner has rejected the claim 
and required restriction and die applicant has 
responded without restricting die claim (a) to 
a single invention, the examiner shall, if the 
position is adhered to, again reject die claim 
and any other Markush claims not restricted 
to the elected invention. No further examina- 
tion of these claims is required unless and 
until such rejection has been overcome. 
However, if the search of the single eiecicd 
invention develops prior art which would 
render both the elected invention and (he im- 
proper Markush claim (s) unpatentable, such 
prior an may be applied in rejections of both 
without a complete search of the subject mat- 
ter of the improper Markush claim (s). Other- 
wise, only true generic claims and those re- 
stricted to the elected invention will be exam- 
ined in the usual manner. 
I Paragraph present in MPEP 803 deleted.] 

Review ofthc rejection will be by appeal 10 
the Board of Appeals under 35 U.S.C. 134. 
< MPEP 70o.03(y) provides, in pertinent 
part: 

Ex pane Markush, 1923 C-l>. 126; 340 
O.G. 839, sanctions, in chemical cases, claim- 
ing a genus expressed as a group consisting 
ofrcrtain specified materials. This type of 
claim is employed when there is no com- 
monly accepted generic expression which is 
commensurate in scope with the field which 
the applicant desires to cuver. • • ■ 
* * * 

Where a Markush expression is applied only 
to a portion of a chemical compound, the 
propriety of the grouping is determined by a 
consideration of the compound as a whole, 
and does not depend on there being a com- 
munity of properties in the members of the 
Markush' expression . 

When materials recited in a claim are so re- 
lated as to constitute a proper Markush 
group, they may be recited in ihe conven- 
Uonal manner, or alternatively. Kor example, 
if "wherein R is a material selected from the 
group consisting of A, B, C and IV ' is a-proper 
limitation then ^'wherein R is A, B, C or IV* 
shall also he considered proper. 
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At the outset, the board decided that 
§121 was an adequate legal basis for the 
examiner to reject a single claim "em- 
bracing" more rnan one independent and 
distinct invention. In support thereof, the 
board incorporated two board decisions* 
which discussed the interrelated rejeciions 
of "misjoinder under 35 U.S.C. 121 " and 
";<$ being improper Markush claims" as 
applied here. The board analyzed the 
claims in light of those decision* and 
found them to contain multiple independ- 
ent and distinct inventions. 

Appellants argue before rhis Court that 
each of the claims is directed to but a single 
invention and § 1 2 1 is nor a proper ground 
for rejection in any event. 

Opinion 

[1] The board affirmed the examiner's 
rejection of claims 1-fi "as being improper 
\farkush claims and misjoinder under 35 
U.S.C. 121." However, the reasoning of 
the board shows that the analysis ofthe 
"improper Markush claims" rejection was 
to be supportive of the rejection under 
§ 12 1 rather than alternative to it. We have 
jurisdiction over both rejections, 0 but 



6 The board incorporated both Ex pane Dor- 
lars, Appeal No. decided May 2, 1975, 

reproduced in the record, and Kx parte Haas, 
168 USPQ374 (Bd. App. 1 975) . The board stat- 
ed in Dorian that: 
What we do find relevant is the single ques- 
tion: does the Examiner have legal authority 
to attack the propriety of an individual claim, 
whether of ine Markush- type or otherwise, 
which includes a plurality ol independent and 
distinct inventions? We think clearly die an- 
swer is "yea." 
The board based its conclusion in Dorian on 
9121 and further stated: 

Clearly the mere fact thai review of decisions 
requiring restriction within a single claim U 
available under 35 USC 134, whereas deci- 
sions requiring restriction between claims 
are not, cannot serve to limit application of 
the statute. That relaLes only to the issue of 
juris diction to review; it has no bearing on the 
scope of the srarute itself — on the scope of 
authority conferred. In Kx pane Haas, ihc 
board decided that Rule 141, 37 CFH 1.141 
regards an allowable genevlc claim as one 
that does not include more than one inde- 
pendent and distinct invention. The board 
deckled thai g 1 2 1 is a legal basis for rejecting 
a ffinglc claim as an improper Markush claim. 
G 37 CFR Z.19b(a) provides that in decision* 
of the board: 

The affirmance of the rejection of a claim on 
any of the grounds specified constitutes a 
general affirmance of the decision of the pri* 



since the Markush rejection is inextricably 
intertwined wilh the §121 rejection, we 
make no decision on the propriety of the 
Markush rejection and remand io the 
hoard for its consideration. However, the 
result of any such consideration must be 
consistent wirh our analysis of an appli- 
cant's rights under the second paragraph 
of 35 USC 112. 

[2] An applicant is given, by the statute, 
the right to claim his invention with the 
limitations he regards as necessary ro cir- 
Cumflcribe that invention, with the proviso 
that the application comply wirh the 
requirements of § 1 1 2 . We have decided in 
the past that §U2, second paragraph, 
which say*: in part "[t]he specification shall 
conclude with one or more claims particu- 
larly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant re- 
gards as his invention, " allows the inven- 
tor to claim the invention as he contem- 
plates u. In re Woifrum,486 F.2d 588. 179 
USPQ. 620 (CCPA 1973). 

[3] As a general proposition, an appli- 
cant has a right to nave each claim exam- 
ined on the merits- If an applicant submits 
a number of claims, it may well be that pur- 
suant to a proper restriction requirement, 
those claims will be dispersed to a number 
of applications. Such action would not af- 
fect the right of the applicant eventually to 
have each of the claims examined in die 
form he considers to best define his inven- 
tion. If. however, a single claim is required 
io be divided up and presented in several 
applications, that ciaun would never be 
considered on its merits. The totality of 
the resulting fragmentary claims would 
not necessarily be the equivalent of the 
Original claim. Further, since die sub- 
genera would be defined by the examiner 
rarher than by the applicant, it is not incon- 
ceivable that a number of (he fragments 
would not he described in the specifica- 
tion. 7

[5] Even though the statute allows the 
apphcaut to claim his invention as he sees 
fit, it is recognized thai the PTO must have 
some means for controlling such adminis- 
trative matters as examiner caseloads and 
the amount of Searching done per filing 
fee. R But. in drawing priorities between the 
Commissioner as administrator and the 
applicant as beneficiary of his statutory 
rights, we conclude that the statutory 
rights are paramount. We hold that a re* 
jection under § 12 1 violates the basic right 
of the applicant to claim bis invention as he 
chooses. 

[6] Appellants contend that the examin- 
er's action in withdrawing claims 8-13, 16, 
17, 20, 22 and 23 from consideration as 
drawn to nonelected inventions consti- 
tutes a rejection under the holding of In re 
Haas. 486 l\2d 1053, 179 USPQ 623 
(CCPA 1973), and, therefore, the board 
improperly found a lack of jurisdiction. 
We do not agree. Clearly our decision in In 
re Hengchold, 58 CCPA 1099, 440 F.2d 
1395, 169 USPQ,473 (1971), disposed of 
the theory that a restriction requirement 
and the subsequent action of tbe examiner 
hi withdrawing nonelected claims from 
consideration, 9 per se, constitutes a rejec-

• lion, An exception is found in In re Haas, 
supra, wherein we determined that the ex- 
aminer's action in withdrawing claims was 
a rejection because the "claims were with- 
drawn from consideration not only in this 
application but prospectively m any sub- 
sequent application because of their content " 
486 F.2d at 1056, 179 U$PQ,ai f,25. (Em- 
phasis ours,) We do not understand the 
PTO to make such a holding with respect 
to claims bM3. 16, 17. 20. 22 and 23, nor 
that appellants argue that the PTO does 
so. Indeed, we note that appellants ad- 
mitted in their brief before tnc board that 
claims 8*13 and 23 wen? "properly 
withdrawable." Consequently, the board's 
dismissal of the appeal 10 claims 8-15 and 
2H was correct. The Commissioner's brief 
admits that claims 16, 17, 20 and 22 con* 
tain species of the invention of generic 
claim 1 and would he provided an exami- 
nation on the merits should the §121 re- 
jection be reversed. We remand for appro- 
priate action on claims 16, 17, 20 and 22, 
and dismiss the appeal of claims B- 13 and 
23 for lack of jurisdiction. 

The decision of the board affirming the 
rejection under 5121 is reversed, and the 
case is remanded for consideration of the 
"improper Markush" rejection of claims 1- 
6 and appropriate action on claims 16, 17, 
20 and 22. The appeal of dalrm $-13 and 
23 is dismissed for lack of jurisdiction. 

Reversed and Remanded 



Rich, Judge, concurring. 

I concur in the result reached in the 
main opinion, but there are a few points I 
wish to make clear. 

35 USC 121 deals with a matter of PTO 
practice known as '* requirements for divi- 
sion" prior to the 1952 Patent Act which, 
for the first time, provided a statutory pro- 
vision on this subject. It did so, under the 
heading "Divisional Applications," by giv. 
ing the Commissioner a discretionary, 
unappealable power co rtsiriet an applica- 
tion to one of several claimed inventions 
when those inventions were found to be 
"independent and distinct." 35 USC 121, 
first sentence; sec also P. J. Federico. 
"Commentary on the New Patent Act" 35 
USCAp. l,aip. 34(1954). 



not elected, if not canceled, are nevertheless 
withdrawn from further consideration by the 
examiner by the election, subject however to 
reinstatement in die event the requirement 
for restriction is withdrawn or overruled. 
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Ever since Ex parte Eagle, E670 CD. 
137 (Com'r. Pais. 1870), at least, ihe ex- 
pression used in §121, "two or more * * * 
inventions arc claimed," has connoted 
separate claims to separate inventions. Ii 
has no reference to generic or broad 
claim* which "embrace" (ihe term used by 
the examiner and the board herein) or 
"cover" (ihc term used in the solicitor's 
brief m support of ihe board) two or more 
inventions. Section 121 nowhere uses the 
words "embraced" or "covered."' It says 
"claimed/' and ihai I take to mean what it 
has always referred to in the terminology 
of Ihc patent law, a "claim" or definitional 
paragraph which, in the words of § 1 1 2, 
second paragraph, is "particularly point- 
ing out and dUtinctly claiming die subject 
matter the applicant regards as his inven- 
tion." 

Dealing, ?s it does, with requirements 
for restriction, § 1 2 1 says nothing whatever 
about the rejection of claims, a matter en- 
tirely separate from restriction. For one 
thing, rejections are appealable to the 
board and restriction requirements arc 
not. Federico, op. ck. p. 34; 37CFR§ 1.144. 

On this appeal from the rejection of 
claims 1-0 we do not have before us a re- 
striction requirement under §121. Such a 
requirement would not have been appeal- 
able to the board. We have before us an 
appeal from affirmance of a rejection. The 
examiner purported to base it on § 1 2 1 and 
the board accepted that theory, citing in 
support iis ownprior decision in Ex parte 
Haas. 188 USPQ.374, wherein it had said, 
"We believe the referred to section of the 
patent statute [§121] does provide a basis 
for such a rejection/' namely, a rejection 
of a single claim "drawn to a multiplicity of 
independent and distinct inventions." 1 

In dealing with daims 1-6. in spite of the 
fact there are multiple claims, we are noi 
dealing with separate claims to separate in- 
ventions. Claim 1 is a generic claim and 
claims 2-6 are dependent thereon. They 
arc all generic claims but of varying scope. 
They are treated together and each claim is 
rejected on the same ground, as being 
drawn to multiple allegedly independent 
and distinct inventions. Careful review of 
all statements by the examiner and die 
board makes il clear beyond question that 



1 Even the dissenting member of ihc hoard, 
who tell the "Markush* claims there involved 
were not to "independent and diuinn" inven- 
tions, agreed thai §121 was a proper "legal 
basii" for a rejection. 
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the only basis asserted for rejecting daims 
1-6 is diat they cover or embrace or are di* 
rected to a plurality of independent and 
distinct inventions, and this is the sole rea- 
son given for saying they are "improper 
Markusb claims" or for saying there is 
"misjoinder (of inventions] under 35 USC 
121." Section 121 is asserted as the only 
legal basis for this rejection.

The practice here challenged is tanta- 
mount to a refusal by the FTO to examine a 
single Markmh claim in a single applica- 
tion because, in its opinion, it Is broad 
enough to "embrace" or "cover" a plurali- 
ty of inventions which, if presented 
separately, would be separately patenta- 
ble, (wsvnune any one of them to be prior 
an.* The label it attaches to such a broad 
claim is "improper Markush" and the situ- 
ation is described as "misjoinder." 

1 lie fault in the 1*1*0 position is that it 
overlooks the obvious fact that almost any 
reasonably broad claim "embraces" or 
"covers" a multiplicity of inventions* in 
the sense of "dominating" diem, which in- 
ventions might be separately patentable if 
and when presented in separate applica- 
tions. Logically, this is not a sufficient ex- 
cuse for refusing to examine a claim on its 
merits for compliance with 35 USC 1 01 » 
102, 103, and 112. None ol those statutory 
sections, of course, justifies a refusal to ex- 
amine. 

The only justification .or statutory 
authority put forward for refusing to ex- 
amine is 35 USC 121. There is nothing 
therein, however, to excuse a refusal to ex- 
amine an elected invention or an appli- 
cant's generic (broad) claim reading there- 
on, notwithstanding the generic claim 
reads on nonelectcd inventions and possi- 
bly many others, all potentially separately 
patentable. Hie PTO's own rules recog- 
nize the distinction between generic 
claims and separately patentable inven- 
tions encompassed or covered thereby. 37 



• In addition to ft 121, the examiner relied on 
die Commissioner's notice published May 1. 
1974, hi 922 O.G 1016, now MPEP AOS, as 
authorizing the rejection. That nonce also, and 
solely, rdics on §121 for authority. In view of 
our decision here, h is obvious thai the sub* 
stance of the notice and the MPEP provision 
corresponding to it are as lacking in foundation 
as the rejection we are reversing. 

3 This is the essence of the tat for independ- 
ence and distinctness set forth in the third para- 
graph of the Commissioner's notice of May 1. 
1974, In determining whether the examiner has 
authority to rtjttt a claim, under the fourth para- 
graph o/rhc norirc 
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CFR §1.141 deals explicitly with "inde- 
pendent and distinct inventions"' 1 even 
permitting live of them to be patented on 
one application along with a generic claim. 
As to species in excess of five specifically 
claimed, it is implicit that they may still fall 
within the "coverage" of the generic claim 
even if separately patented. It is elementa- 
ry patent law that the number of "species 1 ' 
' covered" by a patent having a generic 
daim is virtually without limit not- 
withstanding the limitation of Rule Hi to 
five species "specifically claimed." So the 
discretionary power 10 limit one applica- 
tion to one invention is no excuse at aU for 
refusing to examine a broad generic daim 
— no matter how broad, which means no 
matter how many independently patenta- 
ble invention* may fall within it. 

Of course a broad claim may be un- 
patentable for any number of reasons, but 
we are not here dealing with a question of 
patentability under the statute out with a 
refusal to examine. 

llie only basis here claimed in support, 
of the labels "improper"' and 
"misjoinder ' is rlic scope of the claim. 
That is not sufficient excuse. 

As for the true meaning of the words 
"two or more independent and distinct in- 
ventions arc claimed" in §121, being 
based — as rhey were — on the "division 
practice existing in the then Patent Office 
in 1952, there can be no doubt diey refer 
to separate inventions separately claimed 
and to a requirement to pur separate 
claims in separate applications or at least 
10 restrict one application to one claimed 
invention. There is no indication that 
enactment of § 12 1 contemplated refusing 
examination to generic claim* because of 
their scope or that applicants were to be 
denied the right to present single claims of 
any breadth they chose and have them ex- 
amined. 

The PTO effort of the past few years to 
justify its refusal to examine by issuing a 
""rejection" pursuant to the May I, 1974, 
notice (MPEP 803) on the basis of 8121 is 
mere semantic gamesmanship. 

With respect to the remand to consider 
the "improper Markush" rejection of 
claims 1-6, it is my view, based on careful 
analysis of the rejections actually made.

that the PTO, following the May 1, 1974, 
notice (922 OG 10)6), created a new kind 
of "improper Markush" rejection based 
on S3 U$C 1 21 which we are reversing. 
There remains, however, a vast body of 
precedeni antedaviog the 1974 notice on 
what proper "Markush" claims are. As 1 
understand the majority's remand, it is for 
the purpose of examining claims 1-6 under 
the pre-notice law relating to Markush 
practice in the process of examining these 
claims on their merits. Until now, such ex- 
amination has been refused because they 
"cover" or "embrace' 1 too much, a basts of 
ruction we find impermissible.
